"Undesirable Citizens." 


St. Louis, Oct. 2.—An enthusiastic 


greeting was given President Roose- 
velt when he arrived in this city on 
board the steamer Mississippi from 
Keokuk, Iowa. There were thousands 
at the docks here to meet him. The 
president was accompanied hy Gover- 
nor Frantz of Oklahoma, Seth Bullock 
of the Black Hills, and others. The 
trip down the river was without inci- 
dent. The party left Keokuk Tuesday 
evening and arrived here at 10 a. m. 


The president in his address: at Keo- 


kuk said he would always condemn 
the man who incites to murder and 
would demand punishment for that of- 
fense, as he would for the crime of 
the corporation criminals. He would 
treat hoth aiike, and just as he would 
treat other offenders. He also empha- 
sized the importance of preparation 
for any work. That the American 
people can "whip the world" he con- 
ceded, but contended that they would 
have a hard time doing it if not pre- 
pared. He would have all, both men 
and women, do well some work that 
•was worth doing, and he announced 
bis contempt for the 
woman who 


•would shirk her dxity as a wife and 
mother. He continued: 


If a man does well, if lie acts honestly, 


he has nothing; to fear from this admin- 
istration. But so far as in me lies the 
corrupt politician, great or small, the 
private citizen 
who transgresses the 
law—be he rich or poor—shall be brought 
before the impartial justice of a court. 
Perhaps I am most anxious to get at the 
politician who is corrupt, because he be- 
trays a. great trust: but assuredly I shall 
not spara his brother corruptionist who 
shows himself a swindler in business 
life; and, according- to our power, crimes 
of fraud and cfl^ning- shall be prosecuted 
as relentlessly as ciimes of brutality and 
physical violence. If righteousness con- 
flicts with the fancied needs of business, 
then the latter must go to the wall.

terest of a deep waterway down the 
Mississippi river to the gulf, and Keo- 
kuk was selected as the point of em- 
barkation on 'his voyage down the 
river, which will end at Memphis next 
Friday. 


President Roosevelt will be within 


one to four hours' communication 
from the outside world when he goes 
into hunting camp in northeast Lou- 
isiana at the end of this week. The 
location of two of his camps, which 
have already been pitched, was made 
public by A. K. Amacker of Lake 
Providence, La., who helped to make 
the camps. The first is at the junc- 
tion of the Tensas river and the "old 
Monticello road, a famous cotton-haul- 
ing highway before the advent of the 
railroad, in East Carroll parish. This 
camp will be about five miles from 
Alsatia station, where the temporary 
"White House" will be established for 
the president's secretaries, 
telegra- 


phers and newspaper correspondents. 
The second camp is at the junction of 
the Monticello road and Joes bayou.

United States shall have jurisdiction 
in any case brought to restrain any of- 
ficers of a state or any administrative 
board of a btate from instituting in a 
state court any suit or other appropri- 
ate proceeding to enforce the laws of 
such state or to enforce any order 
made by such administrative board."

At the final session Wade Ellis, at- 


torney general of Ohio, made an ad- 
dress oil "The Prosecution of the Stan- 
dard Oil Trust." Mr. Ellis began by de- 
claring that the original Standard Oil 
company was born in Ohio and that all 
the plans for development, refining, 
transporting, marketing and -consoli- 
dating rival interests for mutual pro- 
tection have been conceived and per- 
fected in Ohio. Mr. Ellis related the 
story of tb& litigation against the cor- 
poration which was started in 1890 by 
the attorney general of Ohio and has 
continued until the present time. Re« 
lating that in March, 1S92, the Ohio 
supreme court ordered the first Stan- 
dard Oil trust dissolved, Mr. Ellis went 
oil to tell how the company failed to 
obey the court's decree. Continuing, 
Mr. Ellis said: 


The Standard Oil people never desired 


and n£\<~r intended to obey the judgment 
of the Ohio court. The temotation was 
too great, the profits were too enormous; 
the monopoly was too alluring. It simp- 
ly -wouldn't pay to obey the law. To giv» 
ark to e.irh stockholder in the con- 
utiir-nt companies, his shares of stock

GATHER THEM. 


A Great Many of the Fungi Are Dan- 


gerous and Beginners Should 


Exercises. Care. 


The season is fast 
drawing 
near 


when Newark lovers of Nature can 
wander through the woods and fields 
and partake to their hearts' delight 
of the wonders that the 
Old Dame 


has finished up. 


To the Average person who natur- 


ally inclines to the lore of the wilds, 
no better entertainment can be had 
at this time of the year than to take 
a ramble in the country with a well 
posted student of nature, for in ev- 
ery bird, every leaf, every blade of 
grass, and all the fungi, whether ed- 
ible or not, there is a lesson and in- 
formation well worth the learning. 


When one gets interested in primi- 


tive nature study, there will be no 
need of the gun as an adjunct to the 
entertainment, and as one gets more 
knowledge of the wonderful workings 
of nature, and learns the utility of 
all things treated, the desire for wan- 
ton destruction of life will grow less 
and less, and in view of the awful 
ravages committed in past years on 
animal life in the name of sport, you 
will come to look on the hunter of 
game as nothing more or less than a 
murderer. 


It is not the purpose, however, in 


this article to go into an elaborate 
dissertation on all the wonders that 
may be met with during a ramble in 
the country, but as the fungi are in 
season, and as tons and tons of most 
delicious food annually go to 'waste 
on account of lack of information of 
'the edible varieties, together with 
the scare heads that appear in the 
newspapers, "Died from Eating Toad- 
stools," there are 
described 
below 


some of the varieties that are in- 
digenous to this locality, and that can 
not, if pains are taken to look them 
over carefully, be mistaken for any 
'poisonous kind. 


Of course almost every one knows 


the umbrella shaped mushroom that 
grows so plentifully at this time of 
the year in our pasture fields; pink 
underneath when fresh, gills turning 
dark when aged; these are good at 
all stages, but when old must be ex- 
amined carefully, for the worms and 
insects that prey on the fungus. This 
is the variety that is usually culti- 
vated, and indeed, there has been no 
ecord of any one ever having sue- 
essfully grown in a foreign bed any

styptic, as many persons now living 
remember the use 
of them by our 


practitioners for stopping a flow of 
blood. 
Now apparently 
they have 


come into their own again as a food, 
for there is hardly any doubt from 
the description in the Bible that the 
puffball of our fields was the identi- 
cal food that the Israelites 
fed on 


when on their 40 year tour in the 
wilderness looking up real estate. 


Look it up in the 16th chapter of 


Exodus and see if the description of 
the Tianna is similar to our puffball. 
Considering the 
lack 
of 
scientific 


our fungus is both ttrea^ and meat, it 
is probably very likely that Mot>es 
was the premier fungoist of his day. 


There are many forms of the puff- 


ball and all are edible, from the giant 
puffball as big as a loaf of bread, to 
the small spiny one as big as a wal- 
nut. All grpw in the direct sunlight 
and none are on record as poisonous. 
Right here 
a warning: 
All edible 


mushrooms have a distinct root, but 
the deadly kind, which, however, 
grow most invariably in the Woods, 
have for a base a volva, or cup, so 
when in doubt as to a specimen, look 
closely for this poison cup at the base 
of the fungus. 


Then there is the True Fairy Ring 


Champignon, which is common here, 
affecting closely 
cropped 
pasture 


fields or lawns; it is not well known 
in this vicinity, although so plenty, 
but near -Cincinnati it io the standard 
mushroom. The beauty about this 
ariety is that it is practically free 
rom the attacks of all parasites, and 
s at all stages fit to eat whether as 
ry as parchment in the field, or re- 
ently grown. It is capable of being 
ried and preserved for use in 
the 


vinter and is as good then as when 
resh from its habitat. 


It is a valuable fungus and the de- 


cription below is taken from Gibson,

New York, Oct. 2.—Attorney General 


Jackson filed a petition calling for the 
appointment of receivers for the New 
York City Railway company and the 
Metropolitan Street Railway company, 
and also demanding the dissolution of 
the New York City Railway company. 
The application 
for receivers was 


made to Justice Ford of the supreme 
court, who issued an order for the de- 
fendants to appear in court on Oct. 3 
and answer to the complaint. 


Charges of extravagance and neg- 


lectful management are made by the 
state's attorney, whose action fur- 
ther complicates a situation already 
considerably entangled by reason of 
the various interrelated corporations 
which control and operate the traction 
lines in Manhattan island. Adrian H. 
Jolie and Douglass Robinson were ap- 
pointed receivers for the New York 
City Railway company by Judge La- 
combe in the district court several 
days ago, and the same receivers were 
named in the same court on applica- 
tion of the company's attorney to act 
for the Metropolitan Street Railway 
company. 


The New York City Railway com- 


pany leases the lines of the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway company under a 
guarantee to pay 7 per cent dividends 
of Metropolitan stock. This dividend 
has never been earned since the date 
of the lease, and the attorney general 
charges the deficit to date amounts 
to more than $10,000,000. The attorney 
general declares also that the Inter- 
borough Metropolitan company, which 
absorbed the New York City Railway 
company in 1906, assumed all obliga- 
tions of the company, and he sets 
forth that the New York City Railway 
company and its directors have taken 
no stand to force the Interborough 
Metropolitan to carry out its obliga- 
tions. The allegations 
hinting at 


fraud are made in connection with 
tne company's construction account, 
the most sensational being that a 
charge of $509,900 per mile was made 
for the rebuilding of certain surface 
lines.
